Ecumenical 
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“Let Battle Commence 
COLIN CUTTELL 


The Vicar of All Hallows reviews the recent report, 

“The Deployment and Payment of the Clergy", 

by Leslie Paul; price 12s. 6d. and 25s. from Church 
‘ Information Office. or any bookseller. 


Y ESUE PAUL’ report is now old stuff. But because Toc H 
I is concerned with the roots of community, no member 
worth his salt can dismiss this weighty piece of research as 
a purely domestic concern "for Anglicans only". 


No one so far seems to have noticed that half the problems 
ventilated by the Paul report arise from the fact of a married 
priesthood. In consequence, one wonders whether a con- 
firmed bachelor was the best person to handle the *matters 
arising ? However, let that pass. Mr. Paul has done a first- 
rate job. 


Of the validity of Mr. Paul's main argument, no one in 
possession of the hard facts can be in doubt. The Church 
faces widespread ‘soul erosion’. The flgures are formidable 
and Mr. Paul is no mean statistician. Open disassociation 
from the Church has become both intellectually respectable 
and socially acceptable”, But the clergyman cannot escape 
the cure of souls. These people are still Ais people. Large 
numbers of nominal church folk still look to him for a 
ministry in the great crises of life. He is still the ‘persona’ 
in the parish and, oddly enough, they still like to see him 
around. 


This is merely the fringe of the problem. Coincident 
with an exploding population, there is a progressive reduc- 
lion of manpower to reinforce the ranks of the ministry. 
Furthermore, the parochial system, virtually unchanged 
since the Middle Ages, places most of the parsons in the 
country, while the bulk of the population opts for the 
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towns. Priests lose heart and quickly move on; they never 
reap the benefits of the long, settled ministry once common 
in the Church of England. The trend is exacerbated by the 
clerical drift from north to south, away from the centres 
of greatest need. As for the assistant curate, he is a rare 
phenomenon nowadays. He is rushed too soon for his own 
good (and his people's) to fill a vacant living. Yes, the facts 
do look disturbing. All in all, Paul is dead right when he 
calls for an agonising reappraisal of the manpower situation 
—and a thorough-going redeployment of men and resources, 
however painful for the 'haves'. 


] once saw for myself the living embodiment of Mr. 
Paul's thesis in the parishes of ‘A’ and ‘B’, five miles apart 
in the heart of the countryside. ‘A’ was a rectory worth 
£1,500 (a bigger sum in those days) with a parishioners’ 
roll of three hundred. The rector, a cultivated priest of 
the old school, admitted that he did not have enough to 
do. ‘B` was a new housing estate of 2,000 souls. The vicar's 
income grossed £400 from all sources and there were no 
endowments. He toiled away without complaint and was 
clearly heading for the casualty list graphically described 
by Mr. Paul. 


Broad Platform 


The picture is gloomy enough. Yet, says the author, the 
Church of England is still, on all evidence, a socially 
formidable body, perhaps the most important social insti- 
tution in the land. For example, the figures show it to be by 
far the largest organiser of youth in this country, dealing 
with those age groups where so many organisations signally 
fail. Paul, who is not disposed towards ‘looking on the 
bright side', makes the telling point that the Church is 
only surpassed in audience figures by the organs of mass 
communication—the press, television and radio. But those 
audiences are passive: nothing but a fee is asked of them. 
They are not required to make an act of personal commit- 
ment. The Church, on the other hand (and Paul's figures 
are impressive), can point to a ‘massive commitment’, 
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even when allowance has been made for the scandalous 
fact that only a quarter of its 9.8 million confirmed come 
regularly to church. “The overall concluston must be that 
however much the Church may be oppressed by a sense of 
decline or of national apostasy, there remains a broad 
platform of faith and works which always makes possible 
its renewal and recovery". 


New Housing Areas 


Again and again, Leslie Paul brings us back to the needs 
of people, whether in the *decayed inner areas', or in the 
new overspills, described by one teenager as 'graveyards 
with lights’. Kraemer speaks of an irrepressible drift 
towards virtual or actual nihilism, inner emptiness and loss 
of direction. ‘Vertical receptacle’ is a telling sobriquet for 
the sort of high-rise dwelling whose denizens have never 
discovered the meaning of community. Mr. Paul has got 
his priorities right. Any plans affecting the training and 
deployment of the clergy must be related first and last to 
the needs of people. A priest must be spiritually and 
physically equal to the task of serving people in a world of 
revolutionary social change and upheaval. The evidence 
(page 59 ff.) is alarming; the comments of the clergy deeply 
disturbing. One priest writes of a losing battle with overspill 
chaos in ‘a horrid, ugly, sprawling dormitory’, inhabited 
by people who do not belong, who do not wish to belong, 
who are tied financially with H.P. and mortgage, and who 
move on like caravan dwellers with monotonous regularity. 


In situations of this kind, clergy must work single-handed, 
inadequately supported, both spiritually and physically, 
by their own people, isolated from their brother priests and 
rarely seeing their bishops except in a personal crisis. Here 
is one cri de coeur: “Oh how desperately I need a holiday, 
or if not that, just a bit of interest on the part of anyone 
in the utterly impossible task with which I am confronted. 
We have no one to whom we can turn". One may well 
ask what a bishop is for and whether our Methodist friends 
are right to reject the ‘gaitered administrators’ who seem 
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to have lost sight of their apostolic calling of compassionate 
caring for the sheep. But then, these are also victims of a 
situation which cannot be remedied short of a major 
operation. It is nothing less than this that the Paul report 
calls for. 


The alternative is writ large: increasing strain on a 
diminishing body of clergy, decreasing pastoral effective- 
ness with increasing population density, spiritual death 
for the priesthood (“It’s very easy to find oneself slowly 
rotting away”) and the hastening of the decline in numbers 
and influence of the Ecclesia Anglicana. 


Belfast Blood 


HARRY INCE 


yer INTRODUCTION to blood transfusion at Belfast Branch 
\ was in the spring of 1927, when our then Jobmaster, 
Edwin Osborough, announced at a Branch meeting that 
he had invited a doctor from the Royal Victoria Hospital 
io give a talk on the subject with the object of obtaining 
volunteer blood donors from amongst the members. 


The Jobmaster explained that he had recently been 
called upon to give an emergency transfusion of blood to 
his sister after she had undergone a major operation in 
hospital. When chatting with the doctor later the Jobmaster 
enquired what happened in cases when the patient had no 
relative available to give blood, or where the blood of a 
relative was not suitable. The doctor told him that the 
hospital had a list of some forty people, mostly policemen 
and members of the St. John's Ambulance Brigade, who 
were willing to donate blood when an emergency trans- 
fusion was required. Although this panel of donors was 
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used only in emergency the demands upon it were growing 
to such an extent that there was an urgent need for addi- 
tional voluntary donors. 

It was clear that the Jobmaster looked upon this situation 
as a challenge to the Branch to meet a vital social need. 
He had added his own name to the list of voluntary donors 
and obviously expected the other members to follow his 
example! Some of them shared his enthusiasm, but others 
were a little dubious and said they would wait until after 
the talk by the doctor before making up their minds. A 
date for the talk was fixed for a few weeks ahead. 


When the evening arrived we found we were to be 
addressed by no less a person than Sir Thomas Houston— 
at that time Resident Pathologist at the Royal Victoria 
Hospital. Sir Thomas was accompanied by two young 
doctors, and when the Branch members observed that the 
speaker's table was covered with racks of test tubes, hypo- 
dermic syringes, packeis of cotton wool! and the like, 
some of us felt shivers of apprehension going down our 
spines. However, after a most illuminating talk on the 
nature of blood and the miracle of blood transfusion, 
thirty-six of the forty members present volunteered to add 
their names to the list of blood donors in Belfast. 


Samples Taken 


Samples of blood were taken there and then from our 
veins by hypodermic syringe and placed in test tubes 
appropriately marked. Several members were visibly 
affected by the sight of their own blood being drawn off 
and one ‘passed out’ completely! He recovered quickly 
and was none the worse. Particulars of the various addresses 
at which we could be contacted by day or night were 
recorded, together with telephone numbers or the addresses 
of the nearest police stations. 


A week later we all received postcards telling us we had 
been accepted as blood donors and advising us of our 
Blood Group Classification. Most of the members were in 
Group 4 (Moss Classification if I remember correctly) 
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and judging by the speed with which they received their 
first calls for blood donations the need for new volunteers 
had indeed been urgent. Thereafter they were recalled 
regularly, approximately once in six months. Those members 
whose blood groups were [, 2 or 3 were called upon much 
less frequently. 


At that time the list of voluntary donors was kept at the 
Royal Victoria Hospital and all requests for blood donations 
from other hospitals or private nursing homes had to be 
channelled through the “Royal”, who found a suitable 
donor from the list, got in touch with him, and told him 
where the transfusion was needed. Some years later (about 
1934), largely through the initiative of Jack Shaw, first 
Area Secretary of Toc H in Ireland, the Belfast Blood 
Transfusion Service was established with Jack as the Hono- 
rary Secretary and the Toc H Area Office as its headquarters. 
This Service carried on successfully until after the outbreak 
of war in 1939, when eventually it became absorbed into 
the official service established by the Northern Ireland 
Government. 


Personal Touch 


Comparing the technique of blood transfusion in those 
early days with that in operation today one cannot help 
feeling that inevitably it has become much less personal. 
It was not then possible to store blood in a ‘blood bank’, 
drawing upon it when needed; therefore each request for a 
blood donation was in response to the need of an individual 
person. Often the patient or his relatives obtained from the 
hospital the name of the donor and sent a letter of apprecia- 
tion. Personal contact was sometimes made and occasionally 
gifts were offered. In some cases lasting friendships between 
donors and recipients or their families were established. 
Whilst there is little doubt that the modern technique is 
safer and more efficient one cannot help feeling a tinge of 
regret that the personal links associated with the individual 
transfusion have been lost.

Thus readers of the 
JOURNAL are being supplied with a broad account of the 
Movement's activities, without the limitations of the 
statutory Report and Accounts which are submitted to 
the annual meeting of the Central Council each April. 


It is intended that Whole Men should be a weapon in 
the hands of Toc H members, enabling them to spread the 
knowledge of Toc H to a circle wider than the present 
membership. It is hoped that members will find it useful 
in introducing new friends to the Movement and in explain- 
ing what we are now about. 


There should be wide use for a publication of this 
nature, both in our effort to double the membership and 
to pinpoint some aspect of the Movement. The written 
word, used rightly, can be a valuable partner to the 
personal approach.

Seventy-five records played on request for a single patient must 
be something of a record indeed! Barbara Clayton had been a hospital 
patient for many months and the Golden Disc was presented to her 
by members of CAMBRIDGE Branch on her departure for home, being 
a token of their friendship and best wishes for her future happiness. 
The Toc H Record Request Programmes for patients in Adden- 
brooke's Hospital was started in July 1956 and havecontinued ever 
since. The service was extended to the New Site Hospital last May. 
It also includes recordings made of local football matches, amateur 
operatic productions, and ‘pop’ singers at the cinema. 


Requests for records are collected from visitors at each of the two 
hospitals during visiting hours on Sunday afternoons. There are 
twin record players at each hospital. The Branch is greatly indebted 
to a non-member who is the mainstay of the scheme. He makes all 
the announcements and plays the records. His wife also attends at 
one of the hospitals to help collect requests. Two other friends of 
the Branch assist at another hospital. 


At each 1,000th request the recipient is presented with a suitably 
inscribed card, a record and a box of chocolates. The record is the 
gift of a local firm, and the box of chocolates given by a previous 
patient at Addenbrooke's. Very shortly the 13,000th request record 
will be reaching each patient's headphones on a Tuesday evening. 
Cambridge Branch is justly proud of this service to patients in one 
of the largest hospitals in the country, but they are not so proud that 
they are unwilling to share their experience and technical knowledge 
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with any other Branch wishing to commence a similar service. A 
note to the Branch Jobmaster, George Corser, at !71 Perne Road, 
Cambridge, would bring all the answers.

NORTHERN 


Following the report last month on the Stockton/Billingham 
Technical College students, one of their number has produced quite 
a spontancous report on one of the activities they have been linked 
with: “On alternate Monday nights, at seven o’clock until nine 
o'clock, two separate groups visit St. Luke's Mental Hospital, 
Middlesbrough. Our aim is to help the patients during the social 
evening by dancing and exchanging conversation from the outside 
world. On arriving at the hospital, we set the trolleys ready for tea. 
At eight o'clock we take the trolleys into the hall and serve the tea 
to the patients. When they have linished we gather in the cups and 
help to wash them and pack them away. Until nine o'clock we mix 
with the patients again for further entertainment. It is up to us to 
ask the patients for dances, as they are morc restrained and shy than 
we are. During our visit there we have become friendly with many 
of the patients, getting to know their likes and dislikes." Quite an 
example of the right kind of approach. 


TEESIDE District, comprising twelve Branches and for long almost 
unique for that reason, is experimenting in splitting itself into half 
and creating two new Districts. BILLINGHAM Branch, always looking 
for new opportunities to express itself, sponsored a public mecting 
in protest against the incorporation of Billingham into the proposed 
Teeside County Borough plan. Not far away investigation on a 
joint basis is being made at Blackhall Rocks for possibilities of 
extension there. The club for former mental health patients, run by 
NEwcasrLE Branch, has interested County Mental Health Autho- 
rities sufficiently to consider setting up a similar club at Wallsend. 
The help of Toc H has been sought and it is probable we shall take 
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a leading part in forming a representative committee to establish 
onc. A gathering of Branch Officers in Mip-NORTHUMBERLAND 
District at Ashington was felt to be a most useful effort in re-defining 
the purpose of Toc H and the part the officers play as leaders in 
achieving that purpose. Durnam City Branch open their meeting 


rooms in the afternoon for boys from the hotel and catering 
establishments.

TMHE MAJORITY of the members in Branches know so 

little about the work done by the young men in our 
Marks to prosper the aims of our Movement that ] mention 
a memorable evening recently, when Weybridge and Woking 
Branches held a Guest-night, and invited a panel of Marks- 
men from Brothers House to come along and answer 
questions on how Toc H should be presented to the youth 
of today. 


The panel of five Marksmen had been only too pleased 
to travel twenty miles on a very cold night from Kennington 
to Woking and we found their answers to our questions 
very illuminating. The main points brought out during 
discussion were: 


(a)the gap between the age when youngsters leave 
youth organisations and the age when they can be 
asked io join Toc H. 


(b) the need for an approach to youth individually to 
help us in our great adventure, such an approach to 
be made with the help of, but not through, various 
youth organisations. 


(c) 1t is not much use expecting youth to be attracted 
to a stereotyped Branch business meeting. If, as in 
the case of the Branch at Brothers’ House, the 
meeting is in the form of a weekly ‘reunion’ with 
very little business discussed, then young people 
will be attracted. There was thought to be a need 
to consider joint ventures, with young people of 
both sexes working together. 
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We have no doubt that Marks should be allowed to take 
q a more prominent part in the Movement, as these young 
men are our potential leaders of tomorrow. Asa result of 
our meeting these Marksmen, visits to their Mark are 
being planned for the near future. I would advise all 
Branches with a Mark in their neighbourhood to establish 
friendly relations by intervisiting. exchange of programmes 
and speakers. 1f we have a Mark nearby, don't let us expect 
Marksmen to come and work miracles and revive a ‘dead’ 
Branch by doing all sorts of jobs for us, and criticise them 
if they don't do so. Let us remember that most of thesc 
youngsters are studying hard for exams, and the service 
they do for the community must be limited due to lack of 
spare time. But do let us cultivate their friendship; it will 
help us all a lot. 


We lose considerably by living in ignorance of what a 
Mark is trying to do, what the inside of a Mark looks like, 
and what kind of Marksmen dwell therein. Other Districts 
and Areas who follow the example of Weybridge and Woking 
and invite Marksmen to a Guest-night or arrange a visit 
to a Mark will be pleasurably surprised at the response!
